And th e re ’s no good reason I can 't be a flight cabin 
attendant. The fact is, m uscles and all, I can do the job as w ell 
as any fem ale and probably better." 
“ What he can't do." was the answer, “ is to exude the w arm th 
and com fort that a hostess can provide when a passenger 
wants to be tucked in or gets a little shaky because of a rough 
flight The job requires a little female tenderness, which only a 
gal can supply." 
IF YOU W ERE THE JU D GE, would you bar m asculine 
Kuekles from being a hostess? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that, while 
it m ay be im portant to have a pleasant environm ent enhanced 
by the ovious cosm etic effect that fem ale stew ardesses can 
provide, the prim ary function of an airline is to transport 
passengers safely from one point to another. And unless it can 
be shown that women possess some special ability in p e r­ 
forming as cabin attendants, not possessed by men, men m ay 
not be discrim inated against in favor of women when applying 
for such jobs. As for the preferences of the passengers, con­ 
cluded the judge, it is of little importance.
